THANET has been dragged into 
a European legal action over waste 
water cleanliness. 

Last week European commissioners launched a 
case against the Government over waste water 
standards in Broadstairs, Margate and seven 
other UK towns - six months after standards had 
apparently been met in Thanet. 

The cleanliness of water released into the sea 
from Broadstairs and Margate had been below 
European regulations for 16 years, but Southern 
Water brought the standard up to scratch in April. 

News of the legal action comes as Southern 
Water’s water treatment plant was opened at the 
Weatherlees Hill wastewater treatment works 
near Minster on Friday 

MPs Roger Gale and Dr Stephen Ladyman and 
children from Ramsgate’s Newington Junior 
School were on hand to do the honours. 

Richard Ashworth, European MP for south-east 
England, has cried foul over the action. 

He says it is now pointless for the names of the 
two towns to be dragged into the matter and has 
called for a stay of execution now the situation 
has been rectified. 

He said: “To their credit, Margate and Broad¬ 
stairs have taken action and complied with the 
directive. 

‘The people of Thanet are doing all the right 
things and it would be unfair for the towns to get 
clobbered just for being a month behind schedule, 
especially as Brighton hasn’t even passed the start 
line and rejected the proposals at planning stage.” 

“In Margate and Broadstairs, the completion of 
the new environmental improvement scheme will 
bring up to scratch the water treatment facilities 
in one of the few towns in the UK that currently

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New road that 
could end jams 
at Westwood

A HUGE road-building 
project to ease congestion at 
Westwood starts next month. 

Aimed at alleviating traffic prob¬ 
lems in the area, the £4 million pro¬ 
ject could be completed in 11 months 
after Thanet council’s announcement 
of the scheme this week. 

Some 1,300 homes are planned to 
be built in the area, but the 
Conservative-led council says that, 
when completed, the new road 
should provide better access to the 
Marlowe Academy, Eurokent busi¬ 
ness park and the forthcoming ath¬ 
letics track. 

The road should also free up 
Stirling Way, whose residents suffer 
from heavy traffic during peak times. 

The council stresses that the pro¬ 
ject will come at no extra cost for tax¬ 
payers as the scheme to create a new 
Haine Road is funded jointly by 
Thanet council and the county coun¬ 
cil, who have formed a limited- 
liability partnership for the project. 

In a separate scheme, funded by 
developer Gleeson Homes, nearby 
Star Lane and Nash Road will also 
be widened, with better access for 
pedestrians. 

The road work must be carried out 
before the builder can start work on 
new homes. 

Council leader Sandy Ezekiel said 
that when the Tories took over the 
council in 2003 the pot for such 
schemes was empty.

He said: “There were plans, but no 
funding and no prospect of funding. 

“Despite Haine Road being in the 
constituency of MP Dr Stephen 
Ladyman, a transport minister, indi¬ 
cations were that we would have to 
wait until at least 2015 for central 
government to come up with funds. 

“Thanks are due to hard work by 
members and officers at both TDC 
and KCC, who have worked to get 
this solution created. 

“For the Westwood housing roads, 
these play an essential role in flowing 
traffic to and from the houses, but also 
will provide a second route for traffic 
to or from Margate. 

“Timing is in the hands of the 
developers, but we are hopeful they 
will want to start work as soon as 
possible.”

Work begins to clear 
silt build-up in harbour 

THE dredging of Ramsgate’s harbour 
has begun. 

Parts of the marina are being 
dredged so Thanet council can see 
what results are achievable before IT 
asks for tenders for a programme due 
to start early next year. 

The Merlin is the ship carrying out 
the initial work. 

The dredging follows complaints 
from Ramsgate fishermen, who 
protested at the silt build-up by 
holding a party on the sands that 
have built up in the harbour. 

Cllr Roger Latchford, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for culture and economy, said: 
“Ramsgate Royal Harbour marina is 
a real jewel in Thanet’s crown. 

“Not only is it a major facility for 
our leisure and tourism industry, but 
it is also home to the area’s fishing 
business. I made a promise this prob¬ 
lem would be addressed and work is 
now under way. 

“The first thing we need to do is 
ensure the new dredging contract is 
going to provide value for money for 
council taxpayers and that’s what the 
trial is all about. 

“We have already identified the 
funds in the budget to ensure that we 
can provide an improved and more 
efficient service in the future, and we 
are confident that we can deliver a 
programme that will meet the needs 
of all our harbour users.”

falls below the requirements of Europ¬ 
ean law. I will be writing to the 
European Commissioner for the 
environment to update him on these 
improvements and invite him to visit 
the new facilities himself.” 

Waste water from the two towns will 
now be pumped along an 11-kilometre 
pipeline to undergo a treatment 
process using ultra-violet disinfection 


to clean the water. This is then 
released back out to sea at Foreness 
Point via a second parallel pipe. 
Seventy million litres of waste water 
can be treated every day. 

The EU Waste Water Treatment 
Directive of 1991 states that towns 
with populations of more than 15,000 
people must have facilities to deal 
with waste water that contains high 
levels of nutrients from sewage and 


industrial waste. In January 2007, the 
European Court of Justice ruled that 
13 towns did not meet requirements of 
its directive. Howere, Southern Water’s 
work means it will now be cleaner 
than river water before it is pumped 
out to sea. 

A Southern Water spokesman said: 
‘We’re pleased to have completed this 
important scheme. It is already bring¬ 
ing benefits to the Thanet coast.”

Theatre has £255k price tag 


THE CURTAIN is coming 
down at The Tom Thumb 
Theatre - for the time being at 
least. 

Owner Sarah Parr-Byrne has decided 
to sell up after more than 20 years at the 
helm of the Cliftonville institution. 

The death of her mother, Leslie, with 
whom she used to run the theatre, has 
helped Sarah decide to move on and the 
famous 60-seat theatre is now on the 
property market with Cooke and Co 
estate agency in Broadstairs. 

A price tag of £255,000 has been put on 
the building, which has planning permis¬ 
sion for a second-bedroom extension. 

The theatre was described by Ms 
Parr-Byrne as one of the smallest public 
licensed theatres in the country. 

She said: “My mother died last March 
and it was something we did together. 

“It was our dream to have our own the-

atre and I don’t really want to carry on 
without her, to be honest with you. 

“We achieved our dream, made the the¬ 
atre famous and I’m sad, but it’s one of 
those things - life has to move on. 

“I has a lovely flat above it where my 
mother lived, too.” 

Ms Parr-Byrne and her mother ran 
the theatre, originally built in 1896 as a 
coach house, from 1984, overseeeing its 
conversion to The Tom Thumb. 

She said: (t We had some great times 
here and I hope it will continue as a 
theatre, but I have to be realistic and 
have put it up for sale. 

“There is an offer from somebody who 
would like to keep it as a theatre, but 
until there’s money on the table then it’s 
still on the market.” 


“It would be great if the theatre could 
carry on in some way, and perhaps some¬ 
one will carry on so it could be curtain up 
again.” 

• The sale of The Tom Thumb may be a 
blow to Thanet’s theatre world, but Will 
Wollen, artistic director of Theatre Royal 
Margate, revealed that ticket sales have 
been going promisingly since its 
relaunch gala. 

He said: “It’s been going well, ticket 
sales have been very good and I’ve been 
very surprised. 

“We’ve had a lot of positive feedback 
and in general the audiences have been 
very happy. We’ve had a variety of shows 
and the reception has been great. 

“The Canterbury Festival shows did 
really well - we had some fantastic audi¬ 
ences for that. 

“So it shows that there are people who 
are prepared to make the trip - we just 
have to keep them coming over.”

Arts fearful of 
Olympic effect 


THANET’S arts organisations 
fear their funding could be cut as 
public money is diverted to the 
London Olympics. 

An announcement about the 
future of the cash that enables 
arts groups to operate was made 
in Chancellor Alistair Darling’s 
recent spending review. 

Although he announced £50 mil¬ 
lion extra for the Arts Council, 
groups are fearful a financial 
squeeze has begun and say money 
will be taken from the National 
Lottery pot over the next few years 
and directed to the Olympics. 

The Sarah Thorne Theatre 
Club’s Michael Wheatley-Ward 
said: “I think we will get into an 
economical problem in this coun¬ 
try with lack of Government fund¬ 
ing for things due to London 2012. 

“I’m sure it will have a knock-on 
effect on the arts world. 

‘We’ve always been the poor 
relation of sport and I fear that it 
will get tighter and tighter, I’m 
afraid. This is why our group 
wants to exist without that fund¬ 
ing if we can.” 

Claudia Leaf, outreach director 
at the Channel Theatre Company 


in Margate, was another who 
expressed concern. 

She said: “The money that is put 
into the lottery pot, which funds 
so much of what we do, is being 
redirected to the Olympics and we 
are being told very spurious 
things like when the land being 
used for events is sold after 2012 
the money will be put back in. 

‘We always get told ‘everything 
will be all right’ - but everything 
won’t be all right because all the 
projects that are running or have 
been running will now find it so 
much more difficult or even im¬ 
possible to find funding, so being 
squeezed further is something we 
all fear.” 

Ms Leaf says the £50m funding 
announcement was little more 
than smoke and mirrors as the 
sum is only at the rate of inflation 
- and not the massive cash injec¬ 
tion reported by some. 

“Taking money out of the lottery 
pot will affect so many projects 
that have built up and ones that 
try to start. 

“They can’t just scoop money out 
of the small regional organisations 
and expect them to cany on.”

Turner gallery design 
unveiled to acclaim 


AFTER what has seemed an almost 
interminable wait, people in Thanet 
finally know what Margate’s 
Turner Contemporary building is 
going to look like. 

Award-winning architect David Chipperfield 
unveiled his vision for the £17.4 million project 
at Theatre Royal Margate last week. 

The building will take on a striking form of 
six interlocking rectangles with sloping trian¬ 
gular roofs. 

It will be clad in recycled white glass and offer 
panoramic views from balconies and windows 
looking north. 

A new plaza will be created for when the 
building opens in 2010. 

The design was lauded by guests who attend¬ 
ed a special unveiling ceremony on Tuesday 
last week. 

Taking to the stage for his presentation, Mr 
Chipperfield said: “This must become an 
important public building. 

“We have to confront the issues that it’s not 
an exclusive but an inclusive building.” 

He admitted that finding the right material 
to clad the building had been a challenge.

‘We struggled with what to clad the building 
in but chose this glass,” he said. 

“It will glow in sunlight and glisten on the 
wettest of days. It will work as much at night as 
during the day.” 

The project’s budget is based on grants of 
£4 million from the Arts Council, with a similar 
sum coming from Seeda. 

A further £3 million will come from the fund¬ 
raising trust, which has raised some £250,000 
from the private sector already. 

Requirements 

Although the grants are not yet secure, Mike 
Hill, of Kent County Council, said: “Provided 
the business plans we submitted meet their 
requirements there’s every likelihood we shall 
get the funding. 

“I’m very positive and confident we shall do so. 
Both organisations have been supportive. 

‘We submitted our draft business plan three 
weeks ago and we put in a final plan before 
Christmas and hope to hear not long into the 
new year as to the success of those plans. 


“It’s a realistically achievable programme 
and we are on course for a 2010 completion.” 

The previous design for the Turner centre by 
Snohetta and Spence was abandoned after 
costs spiralled to more than £50 million. 

The authorities involved were criticised for 
wasting millions of pounds. 

Thanet North MP Roger Gale praised the 
design but added that there was still a lot of 
work to do: “Those of us who are elected mem¬ 
bers at district, county and parliamentary level 
have to play our part. 

“The car parking and the regeneration of the 
old town and the high street and the provision 
of mundane facilities such as public lavatories 
require detailed attention if we are to create a 
destination resort that is user-friendly for 
visitors and residents alike.” 

He added: “David Chipperfield has created 
the jewel - it is up to us to create the appropri¬ 
ate setting.” 

Clive Hart, Labour councillor at County Hall 
for Margate and Cliftonville, said: “The wasted 
years and millions are totally unforgivable - if 
only the county council had engaged David 
Chipperfield as the preferred architect from the 
very beginning.”

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NHS trust receives an 
honest 'weak' rating 


THE Eastern and Coastal Kent 
Primary Care Trust has been given 
a ‘weak’ rating in a health check 
after failing to meet standards of 
care and missing national targets. 

The Trust - which covers Thanet, Canterbury, 
Dover, Shepway, Ashford and Swale - was given 
the damning grade by the Healthcare Com¬ 
mission, the service watchdog. 

The rating came in the ‘quality of services’ 
category, which looks into key standards such 
as safety, governance and clinical and cost- 
effectiveness, as well as in national targets. 

Eastern and Coastal Kent PCT was deemed 
‘weak’ in new national targets and had ‘not met’ 
core standards. 

The only positive came in a ‘fair’ rating in the 
‘use of resources’ category, which looks at how 
well the organisation manages finances.

A spokesman for the trust said: “We believe 
the report on our performance reflects an accu¬ 
rate picture of the situation in March this year. 

“The assessment was made soon after the 
new PCT was established following the merger 
of five former PCTs. 

“A large part of the annual health check is 
based upon self-assessment. At that time the 
PCT board members were unable to put hands 
on hearts and declare complete satisfaction that 
all standards of set targets were being met. 

“In fact in some cases they were saying ‘ask 
us again next month and we could answer yes 
in all honesty. 

“As a result of this accurate and honest 
assessment the PCT has been able to put into 
place a comprehensive and effective action plan 
to address the situation. 


“The organisation is confident that when they 
are next assessed the extent of the work which 
has been done to ensure our patients get good- 
quality, safe services will be recognised.” 

Dartford and Gravesham NHS Trust posted 
the best results in Kent, receiving ‘good’ and 
‘fair’ ratings in the ‘quality of services’ and ‘use 
of resources’ categories respectively. 

Medway PCT received two ‘fair’ gradings, 
while crisis-ridden Maidstone and Tunbridge 
Wells NHS Trust was handed two ‘weak’ ratings. 

This trust was heavily criticised by the health 
watchdog in this month’s damning report into 
the death of 90 patients from the superbug 
Clostridium difficile. 

Nationally, the figures showed an overall 
improvement in the NHS. 

Forty-six per cent of the 394 NHS trusts 
nationwide received an ‘excellent’ or ‘good’ 
rating in ‘quality of service’, up from 41 per cent 
last year.

DEATH TRAP CLOSED DOWN 


A house that was targeted during a blitz on anti-social behaviour in Cliftonville has been described 
as a "ticking time bomb" by Thanet council. The house at 276 Northdown Road, which comprises six 
flats over three floors, was closed by council officers during the crackdown. They issued a Housing 
Act Section 43 order, with residents shifted to emergency accommodation. 

Electrical rewiring work had been botched or only half-finished, and residents were at risk of fire 
and electrocution. Exposed wires were twisted into connections and there were trailing cables and 
leads throughout the property. Live wires were also exposed and earth wires disconnected. 

There were no fire precautions throughout the property. Anyone who occupies the building or 
allows it to be occupied while the order is in place could face prosecution and a fine of up to £5,000. 


Black-and-white planning decision 
on application for chessboard flats 


THE brakes have been applied to the build¬ 
ing of a block of flats in Broadstairs. 

Planning councillors overwhelmingly voted 
on Wednesday to reject plans to knock down 
Hamilton Lodge in Bishops Avenue and 
build flats on the site as it would be out of 
keeping with the area. 

Hundreds of residents and townspeople 
objected to the demolition of the house. 

The main complaints were on the grounds 
that the new building would not fit in with 
the so-called chessboard area of town that 
contains roads such as Castle Avenue, 


Queens Avenue, Knights Avenue and Kings 
Avenue. 

Ewen Cameron is ward councillor for the 
area. He said: “I am delighted by the plan¬ 
ning committee’s decision. 

“It was a totally unsuitable application 
which would have ruined the character of 
this end of the chessboard. 

“It is the second project in my ward of this 
type I have fought this year. 

“We must preserve the character of 
Broadstairs, and this case shows the benefits 
of a robust local plan.”

INVICTA FM presenter Ali Wheel¬ 
er has been given a spicy grilling 
by Jeremy Kyle, one of the coun¬ 
try’s toughest talk show hosts. 

Kyle now has his own slot on Invicta FM - 
the first was broadcast on Saturday - and he 
celebrated by giving Ali and co-host Janies 
Heming a taste of the full-on style which has 
made his TV show so popular. 

Kyle’s show on ITV1 is one of the nation’s 
most popular, dealing with family and rela¬ 
tionship issues, and bringing all parties 
together on screen - often with some explosive 
results. 

He also looks at the everyday issues which 
affect our lives - and has won a clutch of 
awards for his way of resolving problems. 

The 42-year-old presenter asked Ali: “Is it 
true your husband sleeps in another room dur¬ 
ing the week. 

“Look at me, tell me.” 

Ali - who has confessed to being such a fan 
that she tapes Kyle’s show when she can’t see 
it live, said: “We sleep separately. He’d get in at 
midnight and wake me - I’d get up at 4.30am 
and wake him. It was causing arguments. 

“So we sleep in separate rooms during the 
week, but come Friday and Saturday nights 
it’s brilliant.” 

Jeremy replied: “Maybe that’s the way to go.” 

The chat show presenter said he was cele¬ 
brating getting back into radio as James 
Heming had given him his first job - and he 
remembered trips to Whitstable to sample the 
town’s oysters. 

“Kent’s close to my heart,” said Kyle. “After

10 years of late-night phone-ins and TV I want 
to just have fun. Just do it - let it flow. Radio is 
close to my heart.” 

Ali then explained how much of a fan of 
Kyle’s work she was. 

She said: “You shout at people, give them a 
roasting, then say ‘Get off my stage!’. I go weak 
at the knees when you say that.” 

Ali added she was “slightly star-struck” at 
meeting Kyle and asked him: ‘What’s one 
thing that’s really shocked you?” 

Kyle replied: “I can’t answer that. This year 
there has been lots of talk about people getting 
angry during the show. 

“But we try to help - for some people there is 
no counselling available to them and we act as 
a kind of last resort. 

“But earlier this year we went to Kent to 
work with kids under the age of five - all of 
them have Aids and all of them are going to 
die. 

“It was heartbreaking but the most inspira¬ 
tional thing I have ever done.” 

Jeremy’s on-air career began in 1996 pre¬ 
senting an evening show on Invicta FM. Less 
than a year later, he was hosting his own show 
on BRMB. It was at BRMB that he won a Sony 
Award for Jezza’s Jukebox, which preceded 
another big success, Jezza’s Late & Live show. 

Two and a half years and a nomination for 
CRCA’s Presenter of the Year later, Jezza’s 
Confessions was broadcast on the Century 
Network.

War vets help to launch

To mark the 25th anniversary of the con¬ 
flict, the first of this year’s poppies will be 
presented to three Falklands veterans from 
Kent: Steve Anstee, Keith Broome and 
Steve Tuffen. 

War widow Margarete Finch will also be 
presented with a poppy. 

After the presentation all civic and mili¬ 
tary guests will buy poppies to get the fund¬ 
raising rolling. 

A rising number of ex-servicemen and 
women who have fallen on hard times have 
needed to approach the legion for help. 

Last year alone the legion in Kent helped 
more than 500 people and this year the 
number has already reached 650. 

A spokesman said: “The need for the 
legion’s support is constantly growing, so 
the Poppy Appeal is as important now as it 
ever has been.” 

Tired drivers asking to be 
stopped by traffic police 

SHATTERED foreign lorry drivers are ask¬ 
ing police to arrest them so they can get 
food and sleep. 

The revelations have come from the 
National Roads Policing Intelligence 
Forum, which monitors traffic nationwide. 

Officers said the drivers dial 999 and tell 
them their location and registration. They 
then ask to be taken off the road as they feel 
they pose a danger to other road users. 

Kent’s two main highways - the M2 and 
M20 - are among the most used by Contin¬ 
ental haulage companies, many of whom 
are willing to overwork drivers and care lit¬ 
tle about safety concerns. 

Chief Superintendent Geraint Anwyl said: 
“They don’t dare to stop at a service station, so 
they call us from their cab. They say: ‘I have 
been driving for many hours. Please stop me 
because I’m dangerous. If you do, I promise 
I’ll never work for this company again’.”

Thanet being ignored 
by County Hall again 

Kent County Council has ignored 
Thanet yet again. This time it is 
supporting a scheme that offers free 
trees to residents in Kent - unless 
they live in east Kent! 

The initiative is promoted by the 
county council as part of its action 
on climate change and is partly 
funded by Network Rail. 

For about 20 years, residents and 
community groups in some more 
affluent parts of Kent have been 
able to access up to 25 free trees, 
and in total this year they are 
expected to receive 10,000.

Andrew Motion talks about his life as the 
Poet Laureate and the personal exploration 
he undertook in compiling his memoirs 


HAVING a way with words 
is certainly helpful when 
trying to explain the role of 
the Poet Laureate. 

Andrew Motion has held the title 
for more than eight years, yet still 
finds himself explaining the ancient 
role to both adults and children alike. 

“It’s a peculiar position and I try to 
shed light on it,” he said. “I see myself 
as something of an ambassador for 
poetry - not just for my own work, 
but for the provision that is made for 
poetry in schools.” 

Audiences will have the chance to 
ask Motion about his appointment 
when he comes to Tunbridge Wells 
next month. 

An Evening With Andrew Motion 
will feature readings of poems both 
old and new, as well as extracts from 
his latest book, In The Blood: A 
Memoir of My Childhood. 

His youth was coloured by a 
tragedy that is touched upon a great 
deal in his memoir. 

Born in London in 1952, Motion 
started writing at the age of 16, a 
time he describes as “the usual age” 
when people tend to start exploring 
their deepest emotions. But he had

more to explore than most, when his 
mother suffered a terrible riding 
accident and fell into a 10-year coma. 

Despite the wealth of material 
available to him through memories 
and anecdotes, the poet found In The 
Blood to be one of his most difficult 
projects. But he believes the episodic 
nature of poetry can help people tap 
into, and deal with, some experiences 
concisely. 

He said: “Poetry can help because 
people see it as a hotline to their 
strongest emotions. 

“There’s a lot about my mother’s 
accident in the memoir. There’s a 
sense that it’s an inexhaustible 
subject and sometimes it seeps into 
other things, things that might not 
have anything to do with it.” 

In his high-profile role as Poet 
Laureate, Motion is entrusted with 
recording the nation’s mood for 
posterity - a daunting task, even for 
the professor of creative writing at 
Royal Holloway, University of London. 


He said: “A lot of commissioned 
work is very difficult because you 
have to triangulate your own feelings 
about things with the public 
perception of them. 

“I feel a lot more under scrutiny 
when writing as the Poet Laureate 
and it has a different readership to 
my other work. 

“If it’s about a public or royal event 
then my poems are part of the news 
story at the time. I feel it needs to 
connect with people, but I do have a 
feeling of responsibility, especially 
when writing about a royal event.” 

He is aware that the Royal Family 
might not enjoy the same popularity 
it did many years ago, but still 
believes that poems about royalty 
can be meaningful for the country as 
a whole. 

“There are a lot of republicans who 
will not find it very interesting, but 
otherwise I feel a duty to encapsulate 
what the public are feeling,” he said. 
“I think I have to approach each 
issue as an individual, with the hope 
that it will find a wider echo.”

THE BBC is launching a revo¬ 
lutionary new online catch-up 
service so viewers need never miss 
their favourite shows again. 

The free iPlayer offers people the chance to 
download a range of programmes across the 
BBC channels on to their computer up to a 
week after transmission. 

This will allow them to watch hit shows like 
Spooks, Strictly Come Dancing and Heroes 
any time they want. 

Its producers say the beauty of the service is 
that viewers will not have to set any 
reminders, programme the Sky+, or insert 
DVDs or videos. 

The only thing you have to do is remember 
the programme has been on up to a week after 
it aired and then get around to watching it in 
the following 30 days. 

Ashley Highfield, director of future media, 
said: “BBC iPlayer is a free catch-up service for 
UK licence fee-payers. 

“Your favourite programmes from all the 
BBC’s network TV channels will be available to 
download over the internet and watch on your 
PC without advertising for up to a week after 
transmission.” 

Once a programme is downloaded, viewers 
will have up to 30 days in which to watch it. 

After this period has expired, the pro¬ 
gramme file deletes itself, creating room for 
your next download. 

The BBC is in discussion with a range of 
potential distribution partners, including 
MSN, telegraph.co.uk, AOL, Tiscali, Yahoo, 
MySpace, Blinkx and Bebo. 

Mr Highfield said: ‘We are committed to 
making it as easy as possible to use BBC 


iPlayer. Developing a version for Apple Macs 
and Microsoft Vista is absolutely on our 
critical path. We’re also committed to making 
it available on the television screen, which is 
why we are delighted to be working with 
Virgin Media towards a launch on cable later 
this year. We are hopeful that other TV 
platforms will follow soon after.” 

BBC iPlayer is currently being tested for 
technical gremlins, with a live date set for 
December. 

In time, extra features will be added, such as 
streaming on demand, allowing users to watch 
a programme straight away; series stacking, 
which allows users to download episodes from 
selected series retrospectively; and the ability 
to catch up with radio shows you’ve missed. 

The website allows viewers to browse for 
their desired programme in a number of ways 
- by the date it was aired, by category and via 
an A-Z search. 


The only programmes which will not be 
available are those to which the BBC does not 
own the rights, such as sporting events. 

The channels on offer for download are: 
BBC1, BBC2, BBC3, BBC4, CBBC, CBeebies, 
BBC News, BBC News 24 and BBC Parlia¬ 
ment. 

BBC iPlayer can be found at www. 
bbc.co.uk/iplayer. 

The BBC’s terrestrial rivals have launched 
their own versions of iPlayer, with ITV setting 
up Best of ITV, and Channel 4 bringing out 
4oD, Video on Demand. 

Best of ITV draws in viewers with classic 
episodes of Inspector Morse, Prime Suspect and 
Peak Practice, while Channel 4 gives viewers a 
30-day archive and a pre-booking option.

love Normandy

IT was, for one brief but despairing 
moment, as wretched a start to a 
holiday as you could imagine. 

The drive south-west from Dunkerque had 
been getting progressively gloomier until, by 
the time of our arrival in Normandy, the 
rain was heavy and the August temperature 
chillingly and depressingly low. 

Worse, our gite was empty, the shutters were 
down, we had no key - and the holiday looked 
over before it had begun. 

Cue some of the Norman hospitality and 
friendliness that was to be such a feature of 
the forthcoming week. The problems in 
communication (our fault) were resolved by 
the neighbours, and within an hour we were 
inside, settled and upbeat if a little sorry that 
we had had to decline an invitation to what 
was clearly a bit of a party next door. 

The warmth of the people was evident 
throughout our week, but sadly it was never 
matched by the weather. The rain was 
replaced occasionally by mere grey skies and 
gloom, but yet, despite the odd dropping of 
spirits, our holiday was delightful. Really! 

We were based near Avranches in Norman¬ 
dy’s La Manche department, which meant we 
were also within easy striking distance of Le- 
Mont Saint-Michel. 

This World Heritage Site is a rocky island 
that hosts a monastery - it is a fantastic-looking 
place and accordingly attracts fantastic numbers 
of people. Too many people, if truth be told.

As we finally reached the quagmire of a car 
park and its battalions of camper-vans, we 
pondered the reality of traipsing through cobbled 
streets among hundreds if not thousands of 
people in the driving rain with an 11-year-old girl 
who doesn’t like walking and a 19-month-old 
toddler who likes pretty much anything but 
shouldn’t have to put up with such miseries. 

And so an about-turn it was. Thoughts of 
‘When you’ve seen one cobbled street, you’ve 
seen them all” wandered across our minds and 
so we were away to the nearby Cimetiere 
Militaire Allemand, “a unique German 
mausoleum in France”, according to the humph. 

Having the place entirely to ourselves, this 
site at Mont de Huisnes, which holds the 
tombs of 11,956 German soldiers, is a solemn, 
moving place. As one of the inscriptions read, 


nationality means nothing when people are 
dying in battle. It’s perhaps war’s greatest irony. 

And indeed the shadow of World War Two 
still hangs over Normandy, and a visit to one 
of the crux sites from this extraordinary period 
of European history was essential. 

We chose Arromanches, the coastal town off 
which the Mulberry B harbour was put into 
place. This wonderful feat of engineering 
facilitated the landing of Allied troops on D- 
Day, and again you realise how poor your 
knowledge of those awful years is. 

You can still see some of the harbour 
remnants offshore, while one of the highlights 
of the holiday was the visit to the 
Arromanches 360 cinema. Here you stand in 
the middle of a ‘surround-screen’ that shows 
film of the D-Day landings mixed with more 
peaceful contemporary scenes. Brilliant. 

But Normandy is very far from a war 
museum. We also visited Granville, an 
undeniably characterful coastal resort and site 
of Christian Dior’s home. Even the least fashion¬ 
conscious among us (me) couldn’t resist a ramble 
through its grounds and indeed among some of 
Dior’s most elegant designs in the building itself. 

Our time in Normandy was, as ever, far too 
short. We managed to squeeze in a day among 
the quite beautiful forest of the Normandie- 
Maine National Park, a dip in the swimming 
pool at Villedieu-les-Poeles (if you’re going to 
get wet, you might as well enjoy yourself) and 
a tour around a cider-making operation. 

Travel pieces often finish lamely with an ‘I’ll 
be back’ line. The trouble is, I will be back - if 
only to prove the sun can shine in Normandy. 
Also, purely and simply, I love the place.

FORMER Environment Secretary 
John Gummer has called for 
affordable housing schemes to be 
abolished to allow more homes to 
be built in Kent. 

The Tory MP was a guest speaker at the 
fourth annual Property Professionals Lunch¬ 
eon hosted by Clive Emson Auctioneers. 

Almost 400 property experts from 
throughout the county listened to the speech 
at the Ramada Hotel in Hollingboume on 
October 11. 

Mr Gummer, 67, spoke passionately about a 
range of topics, including environmental 
housing, the shortfall of housing, and re¬ 
structuring planning and building regulat¬ 
ions. 

He said: (t We have an abiding interest - a 
very English fascination - with property.

‘We get a feeling of comfort and security 
from it, we appreciate the concept of owning 
something of our own, a gratifying feeling. 

“But we are now building fewer houses per 
annum since 1914. There is a shortage, a real 
shortage in all types of houses - full stop. 

“The policy we need is to build homes, not 
restrict them by the dishonourable system of 
affordable housing.” 

The Suffolk Coastal MP stressed that the 
poorest people suffer most from not enough 
homes being built. 

He called for the maximum number of 
homes possible to be built on sites without 
developers having to worry about meeting 
affordable housing requirements. 

Mr Gummer suggested replacing building 
regulations with a system of objective standards 


which also meet environmental needs. He said 
developers should be told to build it to those 
standards or we pull it down. 

With regard to planning laws he added: 
“Those who live on housing estates built after 
1945 should do what they want.” 

He said arbitrators, not planners, should be 
sent in on modern estates to settle 
neighbourhood disputes on home extensions. 

Mr Gummer called for the Government to 
sell off developable sites which they keep in 
case they need them in the future. 

He also called for a government shift 
away from London to take the pressure off the 
South East. 

“If you have a headquarters in England, the 
perception is you need to be in London. 

“If Government relocated to, say, Preston, 
others would follow releasing the pressure on 
the South East. Government needs to be much 
more business-like.”

Anyway, the car’s compact, but raucous 
three-cylinder engine has been re-worked and 
refined. 

The jerky gearbox is much better now when 
accelerating in fully auto mode, even if the 
short wheelbase still allows some pitching 
when the ‘box shifts up, but it is small price 
to pay for the smart’s convenience in stop-start 
town traffic. On the open road, manual selec¬ 
tion is better. 

Interior space is as good as ever; you feel you 
are in something larger, even if there are no 
rear seats. 

It is arranged better and higher quality too - 
no more wobbly dashboard pods. 

There is a proper boot now, with roll-top par¬ 
cel shelf and two-part opening. 

But while the car looks the same, a slight 
increase in length means its predecessor’s 
ability to park nose or tail to the kerb is now a 
stretch too far. 

It’s the perfect city/shopping car though and 
a decent space-saving second car, even if 
prices start at almost £7,000 - the same cash 
buys a decent conventional four-seat supermi¬ 
ni/city car.

“The challenges we face are meeting the 
needs of the new marketplace and accepting 
that neighbouring areas in East Kent are not 
in competition with each other to attract visi¬ 
tors.
